Dear Mr. Morisy: 

This responds to your email dated May 10, 2018, requesting information under 
the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 5 U.S.C. § 552. You requested copies of 
the Annual Report to Congress under Section 9(a) of the TVA Act for years 2000 
through the most recent year submitted. Your request was processed under 
tracking number #5259. 

We are unable to provide the records you request because they are protected 
from disclosure by FOIA exemptions 5, 6 and 7. 

The government confidential commercial privilege under exemption 5 protects 
information that is likely to cause the government competitive harm. The detailed 
reports of TVA’s power operations are such confidential commercial and financial 
information. 

Records containing personally identifiable compensation information is protected 
from disclosure under FOIA exemptions 6 and 7. When such information is 
requested, agencies are required to take steps to determine the requester’s 
asserted public interest in disclosure and to balance that interest with the 
employee’s privacy interest. TVA employees have a significant privacy interest 
in their compensation information. Since your request only provide a general 
statement that the information will be made available to the general public, the 
employees’ privacy interest prevails and the information is withheld. Exemption 6 
protects personal information, the disclosure of which would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Exemption 7(c) which protects 
information pertaining to law enforcement personnel.

You may appeal this initial determination of your FOIA request by writing to Ms.
